-ayum Depression is an area of desert, southwest of 
Cairo, Many ancient fossils are often found here, but the 
species of animal fossil might surprise you: crocodiles, 
turtles and whales. The most amazing fossils are the 
whale fossils, At Wadi al-Hitan, ‘The Valley of the Whales’, 
hundreds of fossils of ancient whales were found by 
scientists in 1902. The scientists were surprised to find out 
that these whales had legs, so they once walked on land. 


In 2005, the fossils at Wadi al-Hitan were studied byateam 
of international scientists. The fossils were preserved 
really well and some of them were 21 metres in length.
